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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 



Priority to Japanese Patent Application Nos. 1 1-271 173 (Sept. 24, 1999) and 2000- 
281164 (Sept. 18, 2000) is claimed. 



Figures 1,2, and 14 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



In response to the Restriction Requirement dated October 16, 2002, Applicant 
provisionally elects Group II, Claims 7-12 without traverse, drawn to a flat display including a 
substrate array classified in class 349, subclass 39. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 7-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Jung et al. (US 
6,317,173 Bl)(filed: Dec. 30, 1998).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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Per claim 7: Jung et al. has a multilayer liquid crystal display and as illustrated in part in 
Figure 5 1 . Specifically, claim 7 as broadly interpreted, is anticipated by Jung as having: a first 
wiring layer connected to a storage electrode (Figure 51, storage electrode 440, gate insulating 
film 300). The gate insulating film is a plated metal. Jung has a second wiring layer (210, 220, 
230) connected to switching elements (source and drain) and the first wiring layer. Jung has a 
third wiring layer connected to an upper electrode (storage electrode and storage capacitor) 
connected to a pixel (800) and the switching elements as shown in Figure 5 1 . The first and 
second wiring layers are formed on different layers (Figure 51). 

Per claim 8: Jung has a second wiring layer (210, 220, 230) and auxiliary capacity feeder 
(64, 54) that are not superimposed on each other (Figure 51). 

Per claim 9: The first wiring layer (300) is formed on the same layer as the auxiliary 
capacity electrode (440)(Figure 51). 

Per claim 10: The second and third wiring layers are formed on the same layer as that of 
the upper electrode (51 and 64). 

Per claim 1 1 : The length of the first wiring layer (taken as the length corresponding to 
underneath the storage electrode (440) is exactly the same as the length of the second wiring 
layer (210). 

Per claim 12: Jung has thin film transistors of polycrystalline silicon (Col. 1, Lines 45- 
51), a polycrystalline silicon layer formed on an insulating substrate and a gate insulating film of 
silicon dioxide or SiNx (Col. 6, Lines 36-39), and polycrystalline storage capacitor (Col. 1, Lines 
52-53).
